lf the tax reduction had been cam eo alone in a separate bill, or 
appended to a less urgent measure, it m ight have run afoul of a 
presidential veto, since the treasury is on record as opposing any re­ 
duction in the 30 per cent levy 
But earned as a rider to the debt limit bill, there is much less 


chance of a veto. 
Th#* reason is that the bill increases the debt lim it from 210 to 260 
billion dollars, and is vital to treasury plans for borrowing money to 
finance the w ar 
On June 30, the public debt will have climbed to the dizzy total of 
198 billion dollars, according to treasury estim ates. This will be only 
l l billion dollars below the present 210 billion dollar ceiling, and such 
a m argin will rapidly disappear at the present rate of w ar spending. 
President Roosevelt could veto the bill, of course, and throw on 
Congress the responsibility of raising the debt ceiling to finance the 
w ar w ithout extraneous riders. 
But the president has invited no feuds with Congress since his veto 
of the last tax increase bill was overridden. This bill. incidentally, 
contained the 30 per cent cabaret tax. which went into effect April I.

• ADMINISTRATION LEADERS in Congress are already talking 
about a presidential veto of the bill extending price and wage control 
laws, which expire June 30. They fear th a t the bill definitely is 
headed in that direction. 
The reason is the tendency to load the extension measure down 
with amendments. Leaders were hopeful that, with the invasion just 
started, the two Houses would be able to resist am endm ents spon­ 
sored by special groups But it is not turning out 
that way 
0 PA Fears 
The Office of Price Administration is em phatically 
opposed to the Chandler am endment which the Sen­ 
ate adopted by almost a two-to-one m ajority, despite

warnings that it would be destructive of price control. 
This amendment would excuse all price ceiling violators unless it 
could be proved that they wilfully violated the law — something 
which OPA attorneys say could seldom be done. 
If the bill meets with a veto at the W hite House, as is now regard­ 
ed as possible, leaders say Congress will face the last-m inute neces­ 
sity of passing a resolution continuing existing laws. 
Th# question is how long would Congress be willing to extend the 
present laws If past perform ances are any criterion, it probably 
would be for from three to six months, w ith the result th a t the bat­ 
ik would have to be fought all over a^ain this year.

BARCLAY ON BRIDGE 


By Shepard Barclay 


•The Authority on Authorities’* 


LEA R N BRID GE FAST 
26—How to Fine*** 
TS TH E overwhelming majority 
of all deals, a declarer is confront­ 
ed with one or more cases of pos­ 
sible finesses, and a large per cen­ 
tage of all contracts depend upon 
them. Do you know what a finesse 
is? There have been many unsat­ 
isfactory definitions, and plenty 
of players who know what a 
finesse is would have difficulty de­ 
fining it at all. So let us just dis­ 
pense with any definition and get 
to examples 
If you have the ace-queen of a 
suit in your hand or the dummy, 
and one of the opponents has the 
king, you use a finesse to seek two 
tricks with your combination. You 
lead a smaller card from the other 
hand toward your ace-queen and, 
if the first opponent plays a small 
one, you put on the queen. That 
will assure you two tricks in the 
suit if the king is held by the op­ 
ponent who played first, whereas 
the king wiU kill your queen if the 
last player has it. In trying thus 
for a trick with the queen, you 
have finessed. 
When you hold the ace-king* 
Jack of a suit, and the queen be­ 
longs to the opposition, you may 
get a trick w ith your jack by lead­ 
ing toward your combination and 
putting in the jack, hoping the 
first defender had the queen. It is 
the same if you have the ace-king- 
queen-ten and not the jack. Som e­ 
tim es you will finesse against the 
jack by playing the ten. 
Frequently you will be con­ 
fronted 
with 
the 
question 
of 
whether to finesse or try' to drop 
a missing honor by playing a 
higher card. The choice of method 
should depend on the number of 
cards held by the opponents in the 
suit. It is easy to illustrate why. 
Suppose you hold all the honors 
in a suit except the king If your 
opponents have only that one 
card, and you have the other 12, 
between your hand and the dum­ 
my, It is obvious that the best 
play is the ace, for the king is cer­ 
tain to drop, 
Now- let s take the case of the 
opponents having the king and 


one other card. Suppose that other 
card is played by the first when 
you lead tow-ard the ace-queen. 
Only the king now remains out. It 
can be, so far as you can tell, any 
one of the other cards whoa* 
backs you can see in the oppo­ 
nents’ hands. If the first oppo­ 
nent has IO cards left and his 
partner has ll, the odds are l l to 
IO that the second opponent has 
it, and it is therefore l l to IO in 
your favor that 
the preferred 
play of the ace will drop it, where­ 
as it is l l to IO that the play of 
the queen will lose, 
But if three cards are out 
against you. including the king, 
the finesse is better. The reason 
may be clearly shown. Suppose 
those cards are the king. 8 and 2. 
They may be divided in eight 
ways between the opponents. The 
first defender may have the K-8-2, 
the K-8, the K-2' the K. the 8-2, 
the 8, the 2 or none. But after you 
have led from the other hand and 
the first defender played, say, the 
2, that eliminates all combinations 
except those whereby he has the 
2, leaving passible only the K-8-2, 
K-2. S-2 and 2. If he has either of 
the first two, the Q finesse will 
win and the play of the A will 
lose. If he has the third, the A 
play will win. That makes the 
odds in favor of the finesse al­ 
most 2 to I as against play of the 
ace. since neither play will work 
against the fourth combination. 
So. when the opponents have 
only two cards, usually play to 
drop a king, and when they have 
three or more, generally finesse 
against it. If you carry out the 
same study of a finesse against a 
queen, you find that playing to 
drop it pays best when they have 
f« ur carus or fewer, and the 
finesse when they have more than 
four. Also that trying to drop a 
jack pays when they have six or 
fewer, and the finesse when they 
have seven or more. Just remem­ 
ber these three figures—2. 4 and 6 
—as the ones for dropping a king, 
queen and jack respectively, and 
that the finesse is usually sounder 
when the opponents have even on* 
card more than those numbers.
